“He was on my tail for 30 miles, 
sometimes only a foot from my rear 
bumper --- and at speeds up to 85 
miles an. hour.” That statement was 
part of the testimony August 28th 
that resulted in a verdict of ‘* guilty” 
for Greg Cook, a young man in his 
early twenties from Palos Verdes, 
on a citizen’s complaint filed by 
Peggy Posey of Covina. 

The incident occured July 9th, 
when Miss Posey was returning from 
the Topper’s Big Bear Run on the 
San Bernardino Freeway. When fin- 
ally halted by Highway Patrol Motor 
Officer L.T. Rosin, on Kellogg Hill 
in Pomona, Mr. Cook retaliated to 
Miss Posey’s charges of unsafe lane 
change by having her cited for cros- 
sing a double yellow line. This com- 
plicated the issues and caused the 
complaints to be combined for trial 
in the San Bernardino County Court, 
Judge Theo J. Krumm, presiding. 

Mr. Cook took the stand first and 
in his initial testimony charged that 
Miss Posey, traveling westbound in 
the left lane crossed a double yellow 
line onto the left shoulder and came 
alongside his vehicle and shook her 
fistat him after he had overtaken and 
passed her on the right. He also 
stated that she had entered the free- 
way from the Mt. Vernon or Pepper 
Avenue on-ramp, crossed the first 
lane and unsafely cut in front of him. 

For her defense, Miss Posey’s 
attorney, Joseph Lewis, himself a 
motorcyclist, introduceda letter from 
the Dept. of Highways stating that 
at the point in question and for sev- 
eral miles in either direction, there 
were no yellow lines of any kind on 
the freeway. 

After looking at the letter, Deputy 
District Attorney, Fisher, questioned 
Cook very closely: Did he see yellow 
lines? Did he see Miss Posey cross 
the yellow lines? When Cook had 
affirmedhis charges, the D.A. handed 
him the Dept. of Highways letter. 

Miss. Posey then took the stand 
and related how she had entered the 
freeway from Highway 395 and first 
observed Mr. Cook in her reareview 
mirror 3 miles further down the road 
and noted that he was closing the 
gap fast. At Pepper Avenue, he chan- 
ged to the right lane and started to 
pass. 

“When he was even with me,” 
Peggy said, “‘he laid his arm out of 
his window and started pulling into 
me forcing me toward the left shou- 
lder. He was so close, that I hit his 
wrist with my fist. After he tried to 
spit on me he got behind me and 
chased me for 30 miles, riding my 
tail and trying to push me --- at 
speeds up to 85 miles an hour. When 
he saw the officer, he backed off 
and passed and I flagged the officer 
to arrest him.” 

The officer also wrote a citation 
of his own, citing Cook for driving 
without a license. 

Judge Krumm advised Cook of his 
constitutional rights toremain silent, 
but Cook took the stand and denied 





Miss Posey’s allegations. He then 
appeared to try to lead the judge 
down the primrose path with such 
statements as ‘‘My Volkswagon (‘67) 
wouldn’t do 85.” At this point Judge 
Krumm, a veteran jurist, took over 
the questioning and semantically 
played with Cook, with sarcasm and 
ridicule, and Cook dug his hole 
deeper with each contradictory and 
vague answer. 

Finally the judge pronounced Miss 
Posey ‘*‘not quilty’? and Mr. Cook 
‘“‘quilty as charged’ --- $15 plus 
cost ($3.00). 


As he passed sentence, Judge 
Krumm commented that had this been 
in another court such as Kern’s in 
Ontario, the penalty would have been 
much stiffer. He also lamented the 
officer had not seen the incident so 
the charge could have been reckless 
driving. (Reckless driving carries a 
stiffer penalty and is counted as two 
moving violations by the DMV.) 

Just prior to the trial, D.A. Fisher 
appeared very cool to the case and 
flatly stated “‘This is a farce, you 
know,”” to Peggy’s attorney, Joe 
Lewis. Immediately after the proc- 
eedings began, the D.A. and Judge 
came to full attention. The D.A. 
exclaiming. * You were on a motor- 
cycle?” When Miss Posey made the 
statement. Peggy appeared very de- 
mure in a chartreuse silk suit, but 
was quite outspoken and frank in 
her statements. Mr. Cook on the other 
hand looked fresh from the beach in 
a bright yellow sweat shirt, bril- 
liant green trousers and white tennis 
shoes without socks. His presenta- 
tions were vague, unsure and con- 
fused. 

Peggy hopes to persuade the D.A. 
to accept a complaint of attempted 
murder or assult with a deadly 
weapon and is discussing the pos- 
sibilities with her attorney of bring- 
ing civil suit for false arrest with 
melicious intent. Her victory should 
give every road rider the courage to 
use the legal remedies available to 
punish those who would foolishly and 
meliciously attack them on the high-

QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 


By the Answer Man 


QUESTION: What is the absolute 

speed record for a ma- 
chine of 50cc displacement? P.M. — 
Los Angeles, Calif. 


ANSWER: The fastest two-way speed 

record for a 50cc motor- 
cycle is held by H.P. Muller and 
NSU. On August 9, 1956, Muller drove 
the NSU streamlined machine to a 
a speed of 121.7 mph at the Bonne- 
ville Salt Flats. The record for a 
partial streamlined bike is held by 
Ken Harvey’s Honda and stands at 
74.877 mph. A record for the open 
bike of 50cc is now held by Harry 
Wolfley’s Honda at a spread of 
63.809 mph. 

» Are there any advantages 
QUESTION: in using a racing gap 
plug such as an Autolite AE 23 or 
Champion L-62R over a standard tip 
plug of the same heat range? I plan 
to race a Lobito in scrambles or 
desert, J.L. — Seal Beach, Calif. 


ANSWER: The racing series plug is 

intended primarily for en- 
gines that will run for long periods 
of time at sustained high rpm and it 


is used in racing engines where 
physical clearance is limited between 
pistons or valves. I do not recom- 
mend it in your instance. The racing 
series pługs are quite prone to foul- 
ing and with a two stroke, your 
troubles could be unedning, especial- 
ly for the type competition you men- 
tion, where all rpm ranges are used, 
I suggest you use Champion L-66Y 
plugs or Autolite AE 32. This plug 
has been tested as especially ef- 
fective for two stroke engines in 
competitive use. 


QUESTION: Is there any way to 

change the countershaft 
sprocket or rear sprocket on my Hon- 
da 305 to achieve a higher top end 
without affecting low end perfor- 
mance or acceleration? C.W.—White- 
field, Okla. 


ANSWER: No way at all! 


QUESTION: We have found a dis- 

crepency in your calcu- 
Iations on the total cc’s of thebored- 
out 1956 AJS single 500cc scrambler. 
We find that he would have a larger

In 1968, it is rumored, the AMA 
or trade association may sponsor a “Ride-In” or “Smog-off*” or whatever they 
decide to call it. On a given day (warm, we hope) everybody who can will be 
urged to ride a motorcycle wherever he goes. Dealers «will loan out their 
demonstrators. Two and three-bike owners (like most of our readers) will 
sponsor friends and relatives on their spare street machines. 

The big question of Safety (or danger, depending on how you view it) will 
be settled once, and for all. We will prove that 99.9% of motorcycle danger is 
highly exaggerated. We will continue to urge everyone who can ride to be 
twice as alert and cautious on Motorcycle Day, whenever it is.

Everybody was at the Shramrock run, and as the 327 combined lightweight,

for sixth position between Larry 
Bergquist and Rick Hall, the hot 
novice. Right behind them was a 
little dicing party between Mike 
Patrick, #4 on a Norton, and J.N.

When the letter was received in 
the office from the girls up in Dis- 
trict #36 regarding the fact that they 
weren’t allowed to race with the 
men, Cycle News publisher, Chuck 
Clayton, knowing that I love a bit of 
controversy, said, “Here it’s yours. 
Check it out and see what you can 
come up with.” 

First off, we had to impress on 
the interviewed riders that all ques- 
tions were academic and the fact 
that I race and am a member of the 
Powder Puff Assn. mustn’t enter into 
how they framed their answers. Also, 
they could have their names printed 
with the quotes if space permitted or 
not (and some chose not to), They 
were all asked similar questions 
such as; “What do you think of 
women racing?” “Do you believe 
they belong on small bikes?” “What 
about racing with the men?” The two 
roughest ones we saved until the 
guy had stated all his views and 
they were: “How would you feel if 
you ran over a woman?,” and, * Would 
you let your wife race?” 

We’ll start this with the short 
quotes un-named, and although it 
would have been fun to interview 
everyone in the District, this was 
impossible so we settled for just a 
few and were sneaky enough attimes 
not to let them know they were being 
interviewed. Only two came right out 
and said that women do not belong 
on any track at any time. “It’s a 
man’s sport and one that a woman 
should never attempt to compete in 
and that goes.for car racing as well. 
There’s plenty else women can do 
without becoming racers!” “Girls 
just don’t have what it takes to race 
successfully and never will.” 

Question: “Do you believe they 
belong only on small bikes? District 
36 limits them to small machines 
only while here they can ride any- 
thing they want as long as it’s not 
in a Powder Puff.” “Little bikes 
only” was the main cry although the 
majority didn’t care for the fact it 
was enforced in District 36. “If a 
girl thinks she’s man enough to 
handle a big bike then she should be 
given the chance,” was one answer. 
I think the people making big com- 
ments about man vs, woman in the 
modern world could make quite a bit 
out of that statement! Anyway, the 
majority felt that the girls belong on 
the small machines mainly because 
it’s safer, but with typical male 
logic they rose to the girls’ defense 
and said that if a girl wants to ride 
a big bike then she should be al- 
lowed to. 

Question: “How about riding with 
the men?” At one time in District 37 
the girls were told they would have 
to ride with the men when they first 
tried to get some fair rules laid down 
for Powder Puff events. One gal was 
cleaning house in that class on a 
40-incher when everyone else rode a 
lightweight and the girls got tired of 
seeing that one trophy go home with 
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the same chick every week. But now 
they have the Powder Puff Associa- 
tion that is making the rulings for 
the Powder Puff events and the en- 
gine limit is 100cc, although any girl 
can ride any class she wants with 
the men. Now that this rule is in ef- 
fect the guys believe the girls be- 
long in this class. “They’ll have 
more fun than always running last in 
a heat or just barely making the 
semi.” (Yeah feller, we know all 
about that!) 


Big Bike Controversy 

The lightweight riders didn’t seem 
to mind too much about having the 
girls ride with them but when you 
came up to the big guns you moved 
into some different answers. Because 
we have very few girls who do battle 
with the big bikes, at least in scram- 
bles, and although the guys think 
nothing of a woman riding a Harley 
on ‘the street,” they mostly feel that 
she just doesn’t have the strength to 
tangle with 40 inches of snarling 
monster all out of shape on a turn. 
And if she falls, “How the hell is 
she going to pick it up? If there’s no 
flagman near she’s going to stand 
there until someone comes and res- 
cues her and I’m not going to stop 
racing to pull the damn thing off the 
track.” So if a gal wants to ride a 
big bore it seems that she should fit 
the above statement, “If she’s man 
enough to handle a big bike etc.,” 
and be able to pick up her scooter 
when she drops it. Otherwise she’s 
putting some rider in the position of 
being Sir Galahad when he doesn’t

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want to be one. Most men are de- 
lighted to help a woman out but if 
they’re doing well in a race and find 
a helpless female most men will stop 
and give a helping hand, or if they 
continue, then feel bad because they 
didn’t stop. And if girls were smart 
they'd know how bad a man feels 
when he doesn’t stop. So perhaps 
it’s wise not to put them in that 
position! 

As to Knocking down or running 
over a woman that was just about 
unanimous. They’d feel twice as bad 
than getting involved with another 
male in an accident. The girls who 
want to race with the men don’t ask 
for special privileges when racing 
with them and don’t want them; they 
them; they consider themselves just 
another racer, but the men don’t. But 
one big bore expert said that if a 
woman made a mistake around him in 
practice or in a race and went down 
in a big tangle that was just her 
tough luck, and if one deliberately 
goofed him up she’d get the same 
treatment as anyone else (which we 
interpreted to mean as “pow,” right 
in the side!) 

Three men we interviewed in more 
depth were Ken Clark, a Class “C* 
Expert riding TT and road races, 
who retired from scrambles with the 
No. 4 plate and who has won some 
impressive titles and championships 
in all forms of racing. Second was 
Larry Wilburn who holds the heavy- 
weight scrambles No. 2 plate and is 
currently the high point Amateur at 
the Ascot professional TT races. 
The other man was Kirk McDowell, 
#3 lightweight Expert. 

First, Ken Clark. He thinks women 
should be allowed to race but in 
their own events and on limited size 
machines. Up to 100cc or even 125 
but nothing bigger. “Ken, would you 
let your wife race?” “Sure, if she 
wanted to, but I would never suggest 
she turn into a racer just because 
I’m one. But if she came to me and 
said “Honey, those girls look like

they’re having fun and can I go ride 
with them?, I’d turn her loose.” To 
the question of getting involved in 
an accident and running over a wom- 


an, Ken said, “I’d feel terrible. I 
don’t want to run over anyone but if 
it was a woman I'd feel worse. Any 
man who was brought up by a good 
mother must feel the same or there 
has to be something wrong with his 
thinking. Maybe his mother let him 
bust his little sister in the mouth 
when she touched his toys. To me a 
woman doesn’t become sexless be- 
cause she’s on a track, she’s still a 
female and therefore you have to 
protect her. If you were as good as 
Dick Dorresteyn, Maureen, and we 
went into a turn together and I had a 
chance I’d never stuff a wheel under 
you because you just don’t attempt 
to get rough with a woman.” 

A special question for Ken see- 
ing his rides Class “C” was “How 
about women in Class C competi- 
tion?” He grinned and tongue in 
cheek said, “It would sure be inter- 
esting to watch them trying to change 
their leathers in the Ascot infield.” 
Then all seriousness, “It will come 
eventually as it has in other fields, 
like the drags where the girls drive 
in just about every division, but I 
think it will hurt the sport. Still, 
there’s always that type of spectator 
who will turn out whenever women 
race but I don’t agree with it.” 

On to Larry Wilburn. “I think 
women racing is great. If they want 
to, let them, it gives them something 


to do at a scrambles instead of just ', 





sitting around watching all day.” He 
believes, though, that they belong 
only in the Sporting events but feels 
differently than Ken Clark onthe size 
of machine.“Let them riđe what they 
want although class-wise it would 
be a lot of trouble with some on big 
and some on little because (and here 
we go agani) they belong in their 
own classes, not with the men.” We 
asked about the real upsurge in 
women’s events since the Powder 
Puff Association came into being. 
How did he feel about that? “I think 
it’s great! It’s good for the sport and 
I am for anything that’s good for the 
sport.” 

Kirk McDowell didn’t like the 
deal the girls were getting up North. 
“Let them ride any size bike they 
want. If they’re going to go fast 
they’re going to go fast, so limiting 
a girl to a little bike is silly. Still, 
a girl riding a little bike against 
girls will get more competitive and 
have more funthan riding a 40-incher 
against the men. But if they want to 
tide with the men, let them.” “Kirk, 
do you feel differently towards 
women whenthey’re onthe track with 
you?” and here he differs from the 
other two. “If they're on the track 
with the men they’re just another 
racer. A girl revokes all her privi- 
leges if she chooses to get out there 
with us and I don’t think of a racer 
as being male or female, just an- 
other racer.” 

Less Feminine? 

We asked all three if they thought 
it made a woman less feminine to 
compete in such a rough sport after 
one big name told us he lost all re- 
spect for any woman who raced, 
saying, “They are not feminine any 
more.” Ken Clark: “Depends on the 
girl. Some couldn’t be masculine if 
they tried.” Larry Wilburn: “Depends 
on the girl, it’s an individual thing.” 
Kirk McDowell: “It’s up to the girl.” 
So at least we know they don’t re- 
gard us as unfeminine just because 
we scramble. But one rider did say, 
“Well, no, it doesn’t make a girl less 
feminine because she’s in leathers 
andahelmet, but it seems unfeminine 
for a girl not to care about getting 
all bruised all bumped around. Women 
usually stay away from violence and 
they just don’t look good when some- 
thing goes wrong and they get black 
and blue or skinned up. Then they 
don’t look so Pone

To recap it seems that the men in 
majority don’t care about girls racing 
as long as they stay out from under- 
foot (underwheel?), and that means 
in their own classes. They like them 
on small machines, too. But in both 
cases if a girl wants to ride with 
them they might not like it, but they'll 
put up with it. So it seems that the 
girls have their choice and being 
female and smart, most of them will 
make the choice about competing, 
but at least in District 37 which 
leads the nation in all forms of the 
cycle sport, a girl has a choice!

CYCLE PROFILES 


By W.M. Askins 


How is a motorcycle born? 

What determines its design, its 
styling, its production, its price? 

For the Harley-Davidson Motor 
Company these answers are to be 
found in a suite of rooms called the 
Styling Department in its Milwaukee 
headquarters, presided over by Wil- 
liam G. Davidson, who bears the 
title, Director of Styling. 

Bill was raised in Los Angeles 
and schooled at the Art Center of 
Design, which produces more than 
half of the car and cycle designers 
of the nation. 

Davidson is an avid cyclist him- 
self, commuting to and from his home 
and office on his Harley-Davidson. 

“We offer the basic product and a 
sensible piece of equipment that 
handles well,” Bill says. “As a 
motorcyclist myself I can understand 
every individual’s desire to person- 
alize his machine. Carried to ex- 
tremes, though, you come out with 
something that wouldn’t be practical 
to produce. A lot of modifications 
often mean a sacrifice in handling 
or performance.” 

To Bill a motorcycle is“a beauti- 
ful piece of sculpture. Just the 
proportions of wheels to the frame 
and the layout of sprockets, chains, 
etc. are very interesting to view as 
artistic items. Walking through a 
parking lot at a race meet is like 
walking through an art show.” 

A Look At The Future 

Today Davidson and his staff are 
working on the styling and cycle 
designs for 1970. “Industrial design 
should encompass the engineering 
function, the man-machine relation- 
ship, the methods and materials of 
manufacture. An industrial designer 
is a jack-of-all trades. He gets in- 
volved in the nameplate, the color of 
paint, shape of handlebars, the 
proper choice of screw heads on the 
side of the engine and the tire side- 
wall design. 

“In automobile designing you can 
cover everything with a basic shell. 
While in motorcycle designing every- 
thing is exposed. There is no shell 
for me to design — I have to work 
with the basic elements like the 
shape of the cylinder, finish on the 
crankcase and the gear covers. 

“Tooling is definitely a chief 
factor where we're concerned be- 
cause we have the same problem as 
General Motors inthat we’re building 
a complex piece of machinery, yet 
compared to Detroit our volume is 
minimal. 

“So, the Development Committee 
gives the go-ahead for looking into 
a brand new motorcycle and the 
project receives anengineerine order 
to start the ball rolling. That means 






a project engineer will be assigned 
to it. 

“The project engineer has to give 
a little, and so do I, as the new ma- 
chine is an involvement of both of 
our thinking. I want a certain ap- 
pearance. He wants a certain func- 
tion. We have to work together on it. 

“We start with mock-ups. A mock- 
up is actually a three-dimensional 
appearance model of the unit and 
this will be constructed of card- 
board, wood, stryfoam or plaster. 
The model is developed from my 
rough idea sketches.

Riders’ Influence 

The motorcycle riders exert a 
definite influence in design, Bill 
affirms. “You could almost say it is 
a mutualinfluence as an educational 
process takes place. By that I mean, 
the buyer was not always at the 
sophisticated level he is today. As 
designers show the customers what 
they can do in the way of an exist- 
ing product, the customer’s taste is 
elevated. Then in turn he starts 
demanding better designs over poor- 
er ones. In the final analysis, the 
customer jis the one you have to 
please. 

“Besides enjoying motorcycle 
riding, when I get on a motorcycle, 
Ihave a tremendous benefit in being 
able to see and feel what our cus- 
tomers see and feel. Therefore, I 
am able to incorporate in design 
items that riders will appreciate 
and understand. This rider approach 
is extremely important to me.”

CALIFORNIAN WINS COLORADO 
MARATHON CLASS 


On Sunday, September 3, 1967 
at Noon, one of the most unique 
type of motorcycle races held in 
the United States was started at 
the Wheels, Inc. race track in 
Thornton, Colo. Iı was a 24-hour 
enduro which ended on Monday, 


September 4, 1967 at Noon. 

A total of 24 entries with 48 rid- 
ers entered this contest and of this 
number ten bikes and 20 riders fin- 
ished the race. This was indeed an 
enduro — endurance of both man and 
machines. Before the race started 
the engines of the machines were 
sealed and major repairs were not 
allowed. Naturally, the purpose of 
this type of event is to see which 
machine and which riders could fin- 
ish the race. The riders did an 
outstanding job. 

Two Denver men showed the rest 
how this type of event should be 
won. Leon Bechard and Clint Ellis 
riding a 250 Bultaco finished first 
overall with a total of 258 laps. 
Figuring four miles per lap, they did 
a lot of riding to win. This team was 
sponsored by Rink-a-Dinks of Den- 
ver. Second overall winners Gary 
and Denny Palmgren of Colorado 
Springs, Colo. riding a 100 Yamaha 
sponsored by Bill Brokaw Motors of 
Colo. Springs, Colorado, finished 
with 244 laps. Third overall winners 
were Joe Bauman of Goodland, Kan- 
sas and Bob Homberger of Kansas 
City, Missouri, who finished with 
237 laps. Also sponsored oy Rink-a- 
Dinks, they too were riding a 250 
Bultaco.

The Ponderosa is located 15 miles 
east of Lancaster, Calif. on Ave J. 
A combination cafe, beer bar and 
shday picnic area are there. Al and 
Lois Coltzau are the motorcycle 
riding owners ofthe Ponderosa. Jack 
Ross, Open Expert rider, promotes 
the open Sunday events. Most of the 
top desert riders have raced at the 


Ponderosa, including Bud Ekins, 
J.N. Roberts, Mike Patrick, and 
trailbikers Jack Morgan, Frank 


(Wheelie) Wheeler, and Jan Ditson, 
top gal rider. Movie star Steve Mc 
Queen and stuntman Rod Pack have 
also. raced there. One of the oldest 
riders is 58-year-old Howard Lee, 
youngest is 11-year-old Tommy 
Brooks, both have trophied in the 
trailbike class. 
Let’s Go 

Okay, let’s enter the race. In the 
cafe the cute smiling red headed gal 
who takes our entry fee, is Jack’s 
wife, Pat. We line up in a sandy 
area and receive our starting check. 
The banner is down, we fire up and 
GO. 

Every rider claims his way to the 
smoke bomb (1% miles out) is the 
best. After the bomb there is a fast 
little sandy stretch. Next comes a 
rapid fire road which drops into a 
winding, hard-surfaced wash. At the 
end of the wash is check #1. Then 
we have a good stretch of boondock- 
ing and onto another winding fire 
road which turns into a sandy trail 
and ends at the bottom of famous 
Heartbreak Ridge. 

At the topare Jack’s two brothers, 
Bob and Jim, at check #2. We come 
down the soft side onto a winding 
downhill road which is tricky. Then 
into some more boondocks and out 
onto a small dry lake, then a flat- 
out dirt road. Then we make a slid- 
ing left turn on a super smooth hard 
pack (like Ascot) and across more 
boondocks into home check. 

Next we ride our second lap; if 
we come in with the first 40% of 
total entries, we trophy; if not, well, 
there is always next time. The 
course is always marked very well. 

All of the volunteers who work 
the checks are given official’s tro- 
phies. There is an ambulance at all 
of the races which is paid from the 
entry fees. Many new riders come 
here to learn, as it is a short fast 
course. 

The current Ponderosa. Champ- 
ions are Open class, Bill Hutton 
with five wins; Trailbike class, Wes 
Anderson Jr. with four wins. Trail 
bike rider Jan Ditson is the only gal 
to ever come in first at the Ponder- 
osa. Mary Brooks, another fast gal, 
beats a lot of the men and almost 
always trophies. The trophies are 
given out the same day, after the 
tank cards and lap sheets are thor- 
oughly checked out. 


PONDEROSA LABOR DAY 


The Greyhounds M.C. had many 
of the top desert riders at their 
Ponderosa Hare Scrambles, on Labor 
Day. It turned into San Gabriel Val- 
ley M.C. day again as two members 
won their races, Ron Fry (Open) 
and Wes Anderson Jr. (Trail).

Tom Steele took over 
first in the 1000cc class and third 
overall. Ron Grant slipped into 
second 350 and second overall on 
an experimental Yamaha 350, while 
Dick (Fearless) Kilgroe herded his 
Honda 450 in for the 500cc win.

The last race of the day was the 
Antelope Valley Grand Prix, which 
was open to GP machines from 250- 
1000cc. There was $250 in prize 
money on the line for this one, so 
interest was high. As they roared 
away, many wondered if the smaller 
bikes were at a large disadvantage 
or not. Maybe the 250’s should have 
been handicapped, as they swept 
the first three places, with 18-year- 
old 250 class winner Pierce getting 
the $100 and the win.

Suddenly you’re off the track and 
braking hard. The ground gets rough 
and you’re on a pitching thing that 
wants its own head. Hay bales are 
flashing by on your left as you man- 
age to bring it around to the right 
and up a short piece of dusty road. 
You’re shifting down to make a U- 
turn to the left. The trail starts to 
drop and for a fraction of a second 
you’re airborne as the front end 
drops away over an outcropping. 

With the back brake locked and 
shifting down at the same time you 
slide the rear end around, missing 
the tree on your left by inches and 
you're pouring the coals to it as you 
start the run up that long dusty hill. 
Pray for an opening up there at the

It 
takes almost the width of the road to 
get turned to the left and through the 
choking dust you can barely see the 
narrow opening which shoots you up 
on an off camber turn to the left.

But just as you get used to 
the heady feeling of speed you're 
braking and leaning hard to the left 
for a third gear turn that slowly 
straightens out and climbs up a long 
fast incline. 

You slack off at the last minute 
as you top the ride and the bottom 
drops out as you sweep to the left 
and then hard right in a groove so 
worn that your wheel seems to have 
a mind of its own. Coming out of it 
and turning up the wick again you’re 
heading for a hard packed sweeping 
left. You’re going good and know it. 
Into the turn and still hard on the 
throttle you back off for a second 


Sheer will power seems to be the 
only thing that got you slowed down 
enough to make that sharp left turn 
at the bottom instead of crashing the 
haybales and sliding over the side. 
And what a left turn it is. Forty-five 
degrees down. Bad enough when you 
can see the bottom but some lucky 
guy beat you to it and now it’s your 
turn to go down blinded by dust. 
Over the side you go. It’s rough as 
a cow’s tongue if you didn’t catch 
the groove on the left. 

Smooth Sailing 

The dust is starting to clear. 
You're picking up speed and even 
starting to add a little throttle when 
you reach the tree-shaded bottom. A 
fast right over a padding of field 
grass and there are the people you've 
been too busy to think about since 
the last lap. They’re cheering you 
on and you’re sliding into the bright 
sun with the long straightaway stretch- 
ing away in front of you. After the 
shifting and the braking and the 
plain hard work of the past mile the 
surge of smooth power is relaxing. 
You have only seconds to enjoy it 
and you're cutting through the open- 
ing between the fence and onto the 
track to do it all over again.

BRIDGESTONE IMPRESSIONS 


By George Martin 


The latest addition to the burgeoning 350cc market is the new Bridge- 
stone GTR. Upon hearing of a model’s existence in Northern California, I 
promptly called Mr. Ed Little of Coast McCulloch in San Francisco and ar 


ranged to take a ride. 

Little asked meto be a little easy 
on the throttle, since his new baby 
had less than 50 miles on it. Then 
handing me a bunch of Bridgestone 
literature and an extra quart of oil 
he waved me off into San Francisco 
traffic for a weekend of getting ac- 
quainted with a new and very attrac- 
tive toy. 

Actually the Bridgestone is any- 
thing but a toy. It’s a good sized 
motorcycle, with a wheelbase of 55% 
inches, but it actually looks a lot 
larger. 

It is an extremely well-styled 
bike, gleaming with chrome and al- 
loy and featuring a beautifully 
sculpted 4.8-gallon gas tank. 

The tank is narrow at the front, 
almost bulbous at the rear and very 
attractive all over. Immediately aft 
of it is an exceptionally well de- 
signed dual seat, extremely racy- 
looking and covered in a super non- 
slip material that grips your behind 
with remarkable tenacity. 

You can almost hear it snarl and 
bite as you sit on it. In fact, the 
thought came to mind as I was tool- 
ing across the San Francisco Bay 
Bridge that if all cycles had this 
kind of seat, those laws trying to 
put safety belts on bikes would be 
unnecessary. We could just put some 
300-pound state legislator on the 
seat and dare him to try and get off. 
He'd be stuck like a fly on flypaper 
and out would go his pet bill. 

Riding position is “toury,” with 
high, wide bars and footpegs placed 
conveniently for straight-up sitting. 
Suspension is soft and freeway- 
comfy, but more about that later. 

The Bridgestone is full of little 
niceties that indicate the manufac- 
turer sat down and gave the machine 
some thought before cranking it out. 

The instruments, for example, 
are, bar none, the nicest I have ever 
seen.(Well, maybe discounting those 
huge black speedometers Vincents 
used to have.) 

They are finished in a dull black, 
with white, easy to read numerals 
and an efficient white dial tipped 
with a dot of fluorescent red. 

They are a bit over-optimistically 
calibrated — all the way to 140 mph 
and, 12,000 rpm. Don’t count on ac- 
tually going that fast, but I guess 
they are something to impress the 
girl friend with. 

At night, the instruments light up 
like the inside of a submarine, bright 
and clear. The other electrical bits 
and pieces are also very good, par- 
ticularly the huge taillight which 
should act as a definite safety 
feature.

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A unique electrical feature of the 
machine was a little green light on 
the speedometer which clicks on 
when you hit fifth gear. This signals 
you have “one more to go.” 

This feature would be more ap- 
preciated if it worked off second 
gear, I think, because of the ‘neutral 
at the top” nature of the gearbox. 

There are six speeds, closely 
spaced, in the box and shifting 
around is great fun, although not 
really necessary because of the very 
wide power band. 

But gearing down for a corner, it 
is possible to lose track of just 
where you are and hit the lever once 
too often, ending up in neutral (and 
the ditch if you’re not really alert.) 

This may sound far-fetched, but 
it happened to a racer of my ac- 
quaintance who did it to himself on 
a similarly-patterned Kawasaki. 

Going up the gears, the box was 
as sweet as sweet could be, but 
coming down there was a rather fat 
neutral between sixth and fifth that 
I kept getting into. 

The Bridgestone has an unusual 
way of changing the damping action 
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on its rear shocks; two shock mount- 
ing points. Moving the shock unit 
back a few inches gives it a better 
mechanical advantage and stiffens 
the rear suspension. 

I would recommend any new 
Bridgestone owner to do this stiffen- 
ing procedure instanter, because on 
the “soft” setting the machine has 
all the cornering stability of a Hon- 
da Dream. 

Combined with rather soft spring- 
ing in the front forks, the rear units 
on the soft setting give you a bound- 
ing sensationin cornering that is not 
ae to keep your pulse rate 

own. 


This probably won’t bother the 
man who wants to go touring, but 
any of you country-road Mike Hail- 
woods are going to want to do some 
fast changing. 

Fork oil a few grades heavier 
than recommended wouldn’t hurt 
things any too much, either. Unfor- 
tunately I didn’t have the time to 
switch the shocks over, so I can’t 
say how they would behave on the 
other setting. 

The brakesare adequate, although 
not exceptional. They did not fade 
appreciably during my riding, but I 
didn’t use them very heavily. There 
was a bit of a spongy feel to them, 
possibly their newness, the- cable 
stretching or an adjustment problem. 

After getting 200 miles on the 
clock, I went out with a friend who 
owns a Yamaha 350 and tried a few 
spotlight grands prix.

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The Bridgestone was consistent- 
ly slower than the Yamaha, although 
it was running on a heavy oil ratio 
and on plugs which had been running 
nearly bathed in oil for 200 rather 
slow miles. 

The engine is a dual rotary valve 
design, running on four main bear- 
ings — all ball bearings by the way. 
A forced oil injection system makes 
sure the main bearings, crank pins 
and lower connecting rod bearings 
gets lots of lubrication. 

Carburetors are 26mm each. The 
disc valves are phenolic resin. Out- 
put is claimed to be 37 horses at 
7500 rpm. 

But speed aside, the engine’s 
extreme tractability was laudable. 
In fifth gear it would accelerate 
from about 25 miles per hour, 
smoothly and effortlessly. Bridge- 
stone’s disc valve department seems

to have really earned its keep here. 

The machine scores high on com- 
fort (the large, “carved” handgrips 
are about the best around) and it 
pulls a passenger without breathing 
hard. 

Vibration is virtually nil. While 
riding it, I thought often of those 
articles you see now and then in 
cycle magazines about should you 
buy a lightweight or a heavyweight 
bike. You know, where the writer 
says, “you know how beat you feel 
when you get off a small bike after 
a long ride...” 

Not so with the Bridgestone. I 
wouldn’t hesitate to leap on one 
and head down for L.A. or up to 
Tahoe or anywhere. 

The bike has all the attributes 
of a great touring machine and po- 
tential for a more sporty rig. It will 
probably do an honest 100 mph and 
get there in a fairly brisk time.
